IRA  SEYMOUR  DODD, 

Son  of  Moses  Woodruff  and  Rachel  (Hoe)  Dodd,  was  born 
A'larch  2,  1842,  in  Bloomfield,  N.  J.  He  made  a  public  confession 
of  his  faith  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Bloomfield  at  the  age 
of  fifteen.  His  preparatory  studies  were  pursued  in  the  Bloom- 
field Academy  and  he  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1867. 
He  then  took  the  first  year  of  his  theological  course  in  the  Semi- 
nary at  Princeton,  1867-68,  and  the  second  year  in  Union  Semi- 
nary, New  York.  Returning  to  Princeton  in  1869,  he  completed 
his  course  there  graduating  in  1870.  He  was  licensed  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Newark,  Dec.  22,  1869,  and  ordained  an  evangelist 
by  the  same  Presbytery,  May  11,  1870.  He  was  stated  supply  of 
the  church  at  Garnett,  Kan.,  from  July  1870  until  installed  its 
pastor,  April  8,  1871,  and  was  released  from  this  charge  April  5, 
1872.  He  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Winnebago  City,  Minn., 
from  October  1872  to  October  1881,  and  stated  supply  of  the 
Riverdale  Church,  New  York  City,  from  May  1882,  until  in- 
stalled its  pastor,  June  12,  1883,  and  was  released  from  this 
charge  Nov.  13,  1916,  when  he  was  retired  as  pastor  emeritus. 
He  continued  his  residence  in  New  York  City.  He  died  Aug.  3, 
1922,  in  Wakefield,  R.  I.,  of  heart  trouble,  in  the  81  st  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  buried  in  the  Mount  Hebron  Cemetery,  Upper 
Montclair,  N.  J.  During  the  Civil  War  he  served  as  First  Ser- 
geant of  Company  F,  26th  N.  J.  Regiment  in  the  campaigns  of 
Fredericksburg  and  Chancellorsville.  He  published  the  follow- 
ing: "A  Lesson  from  the  Upper  Room,"  1895;  '  The  Song  of 
the  Rappahannock,"  1898  ;  "The  Brother  and  the  Brotherhood," 
1908,  and  was  editor  of  the  "Riverdale  Hymn  Book,"  1912.  He 
also  published  articles  in  the  religious  papers  and  magazines. 

He  was  married  April  28,  1870,  in  Manlius,  N.  Y.,  to  Louise 
Storm  Morley,  who  with  one  son  and  two  daughters  suvives 
him.

preface 

The  Riverdale  Hymn  Book  is  an  attempt  to  present  a  limited  selection  of  hymns 
suited  to  present  day  needs,  warm  with  the  Spirit  of  Christian  devotion,  and  expressive 
of  the  praises  and  aspirations  of  the  Communion  of  Saints. 

The  first  place  has  been  given  to  the  objective  hymns,  those  that  lead  thought  and 
emotion  away  from  self,  up  to  God  and  his  Christ,  and  out  toward  the  service  of  our 
brother  men;  and  while  hymns  of  more  personal  tone  have  not  been  neglected,  the  pur- 
pose has  been  the  inclusion  of  those  that  are  uplifting  and  the  avoidance  of  those  that 
are  enervating  and  depressing. 

As  far  as  possible  the  hymns  are  presented  in  their  original  text.  In  a  number  of 
instances  the  original  text  has  been  used  where  an  altered  one  has  been  customary;  and 
wherever  a  hymn  is  the  work  of  more  than  one  person  the  fact  is  noted. 

In  the  choice  of  music,  the  needs  of  the  average  congregation  have  been  held  in 
mind.  Customary  association  of  hymns  with  particular  tunes  has  been  preserved  wher- 
ever the  music  appeared  at  all  worthy.  But  there  has  been  a  constant  endeavor  to 
choose  musical  settings  worthy  of  the  hymns  and  truly  voicing  their  spirit. 

We  have  preferred  tunes  suitable  for  unison  singing,  and  tunes  have  sometimes  been 
set  in  lower  keys  so  that  all  the  voices  in  the  congregation  might  sing  the  melody,  leaving 
the  harmony  to  the  organ  or  choir. 

If  such  tunes  as  Old  Hundredth  or  St.  Anne — and  in  general  the  older  Psalm  tunes 
and  Chorales,  should  be  sung  in  slower  time  than  is  customary,  with  due  regard  to  the 
pauses  at  the  end  of  the  lines,  there  would  be  a  great  gain  in  resonance  and  effective- 
ness. We  have  for  this  reason  made  freer  use  of  the  pause  mark  ( '^ )  than  has  lately 
been  comniou. 

The  great  hymns —  the  classics  belonging  to  all  time —  together  with  those  hymns 
of  lesser  note  whose  worth  has  been  proved  by  the  common  use  wliich  has  made  them 
familiar,  form  the  basis  of  the  selection;  but  ancient  as  well  as  modern  fields  have  yielded 
much  that  is  new  in  both  hymns  and  music.  A  goodly  number,  both  of  hymns  and 
tunes  appear  for  the  first  time  in  this  country.  The  newer  hymns  will  be  found  rich  in 
poetic  and  devotional  quality,  and  the  newer  music  simple,  dignified  and  melodious. 

To  the  friends  who  have  been  our  wise  and  cordial  helpers  in  our  work,  we  express 
our  thanks. 

We  record  our  obligations  to  the  various  American  Hymnals  new  and  old:  to  the 
Hymnal  of  the  Scottish  Presbyterian  Churches;  the  Canadian  Presbyterian  Book  of 
Praise;  the  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern;  the  English  Hymnal;  the  Oxford  Hymn  Book; 
and  the  British  Wesleyan  Methodist  Hymn  Book. 
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Occasionally  it  has  been  difficult  to  find  addresses  or  to  trace  ownership.  If  for  such  rea-

Note. — The  dates  appended  to  the  names  of  authors  and  composers  are,  when  obtainable,  those  of  the 
year  in  which  the  liyinn  was  written  or  tlie  tune  composed.  Frequently  it  has  been  possible  to  give 
date  of  publication  only  :  and  occasionally  hymns  were  not  published  until  after  the  author's  death. 
When  two  dates  are  found  they  are  those  of  the  original  form  of  the  hymn  and  of  the  author's  own 
revision  given  in  the  book.  When  the  precise  date  of  hymn  or  tune  is  uncertain,  the  letter  c.  (circa) 
is  appended  to  the  date,  or  else  the  years  of  the  author's  or  composer's  birth  and  death  are  given  e.  g. 
1811-1887,  except  when  the  author  or  composer  is  still  living,  e.  g.  1819 — ,  or  when  the  year  of  death  only 
is  known,  e.  g.  d.  1020.  When  more  than  one  person  has  had  a  hand  in  the  making  of  a  hymn,  the 
fact  is  usually  noted  by  the  words  "  and  others."

NOTE 

The  selections  for  responsive  reading  are  from  the  familiar  authorized 
version  of  the  Psalms.  In  exceptional  instances  when  the  old  version  is 
obscure,  a  few  lines  from  the  revised  version  have  been  employed. 

The  general  order  of  the  Psalms  has  been  followed,  with  an  occa- 
sional departure  for  the  sake  of  grouping  Psalms  of  similar  tone  and 
subject. 

With  a  few  exceptions,  the  Psalms  selected  are  given  in  their  integ- 
rity. 

Unity  of  thought  rather  than  uniformity  of  length  has  been  sought. 
Incidentally  this  gives  a  choice — often  desirable — between  a  moderately 
long  and  a  quite  short  selection.

Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  the  eye, 
hide  me  under  the  shadow  of  thy 
wings,  from  the  wicked  that  oppress 
me.  from  my  deadly  enemies,  who 
compass  mc  about. 

They  are  inclosed  in  their  own 
fat :  with  their  mouth  they  s'peak 
proudly. 

They  have  now  compassed  us  in 
our  steps :  they  have  set  their  eyes 
bowing  down  to  the  earth ; 

Like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his 
prey,  and  as  it  were  a  young  lion 
lurking  in  secret  places. 

Arise,  O  Lord,  disappoint  him, 
cast  him  down :  deliver  my  soul  from 
the  wicked,  by  thy  sword : 


From  men  by  thy  hand,  O  Lord, 
from  men  of  the  world,  which  have 
their  portion  in  this  life,  and  whose 
belly  thou  fillest  with  thy  hid  treas- 
ure: 

They  are  full  of  children,  and  leave 
the  rest  of  their  substance  to  their 
babes. 

As  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  face 
in  righteousness :  I  shall  be  satisfied, 
when  I  awake,  with  thy  likeness. 

SELECTION  5 

Psalm  i8 

I  will  love  thee,  O  Lord,  my 
strength.  The  Lord  is  my  rock, 
and  my  fortress,  and  my  deliverer; 

My  God,  my  strength,  in  whom  I 
will  trust;  my  buckler,  and  the  horn 
of  my  salvation,  and  my  high  tower. 

I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  who  is 
worthy  to  be  praised:  so  shall  I 
be  saved  from  mine  enemies. 

The  sorrows  of  death  compassed 
me,  and  the  floods  of  ungodly  men 
made  me  afraid. 

The  sorrows  of  death  compassed 
me  about :  the  snares  of  death  pre- 
vented me. 

In  my  distress  I  called  upon  the 
Lord,  and  cried  unto  my  God:  he 
heard  my  voice  out  of  his  temple, 
and  my  cry  came  before  him,  even 
into  his  ears. 

Then  the  earth  shook  and  trem- 
bled ;  the  foundations  also  of  the  hills 
moved  and  were  shaken,  because  he 
was  wroth.

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There  went  up  a  smoke  out  of  his 
nostrils,  and  fire  out  of  his  mouth 
devoured:  coals  were  kindled  by  it. 

He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and 
came  down ;  and  darkness  was  under 
his  feet.

For  by  thee  I  have  run  through 
a  troop ;  and  by  my  God  have  I 
leaped  over  a  wall. 

As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect :  the 
word  of  the  Lord  is  tried:  he  is  a 
buckler  to  all  those  that  trust  in 
him. 

For  who  is  God  save  the  Lord? 
or  who  is  a  rock  save  our  God? 

It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with 
strength,  and  maketh  my  way  per- 
fect. 

He  maketh  my  feet  like  hinds' 
feet,  and  setteth  me  upon  my  high 
places. 

He  teacheth  my  hands  to  war,  so 
that  a  bow  of  steel  is  broken  by  mine 
arms. 

Thou  hast  also  given  me  the  shield 
of  thy  salvation : 

And  thy  right  hand  hath  holden 

me    up,    and    thy    gentleness    hath 

made  me  great.

My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  Ihou 
forsaken  me?  why  art  thou  so  far 
from  helping  me,  and  from  the  words 
of  my  roaring? 

0  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  daytime, 
but  thou  hearest  not;  and  in  the 
night  season,  and  am  not  silent. 

But  thou  art  holy,  O  thou  that  in- 
habitest  the  praises  of  Israel. 

Our  fathers  trusted  in  thee:  they 
trusted,  and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 

They  cried  unto  thee,  and  were 
delivered :  they  trusted  in  thee,  and 
were  not  confounded. 

But  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man;  a 
reproach  of  men,  and  despised  of  the 
people.

Be  not  far  from  me;  for  trouble 
is  near ;  for  there  is  none  to  help. 

Many  bulls  have  compassed  me: 
strong  bulls  of  Bashan  have  beset 
me  round. 


They  gaped  upon  me  with  their 
mouths,  as  a  ravening  and  a  roaring 
lion.

my  darling  from  the  power  of  the 
dog. 

Save  me  from  the  lion's  mouth: 
for  thou  hast  heard  me  from  the 
horns  of  the  unicorns. 

I  will  declare  thy  name  unto  my 
brethren :  in  the  midst  of  the  con- 
gregation will  I  praise  thee. 

Ye  that  fear  the  Lord,  praise  him ; 
all  ye  the  seed  of  Jacob,  glorify  him ; 
and  fear  him,  all  ye  the  seed  of  Is- 
rael. 

Eor  he  hath  not  despised  nor  ab- 
horred the  affliction  of  the  afflicted ; 
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neither  hath  he  hid  his  face  from 
him;  but  when  he  cried  unto  him, 
he  heard. 

My  praise  shall  be  of  thee  in  the 
great  congregation:  I  will  pay  my 
vows  before  them  that  fear  him. 

The  meek  shall  eat  and  be  satis- 
fied :  they  shall  praise  the  Lord  that 
seek  him  :  your  heart  shall  live  for 
ever. 

All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  re- 
member and  turn  unto  the  Lord: 
and  all  the  kindreds  of  the  nations 
shall  worship  before  thee. 

For  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's  : 
and  he  is  the  governor  among  the 
nations. 

All  they  that  be  fat  upon  earth 
shall  eat  and  worship:  all  they  that 
go  down  to  the  dust  shall  bow  before 
him:  and  none  can  keep  alive  his 
own  soul. 

A  seed  shall  serve  him ;  it  shall  be 
accounted  to  the  Lord  for  a  genera- 
tion. 

They  shall  come,  and  shall  declare 
his  righteousness  unto  a  people  that 
shall  be  born,  that  he  hath  done  this.

P.SALM    25 

Unto  thee,  O  Lord,  do  I  lift  up 
my  soul. 

O  my  God,  I  trust  in  thee:  let  me 
not  be  ashamed,  let  not  mine  ene- 
mies triumph  over  me. 

Yea,  let  none  that  wait  on  thee  be 


ashamed :  let  them  be  ashamed  which 
transgress   without   cause. 

Shew  me  thy  ways,  O  Lord ;  teach 
me  thy  paths. 

Lead  me  in  thy  truth,  and  teach 
me :  for  thou  art  the  God  of  my  sal- 
vation ;  on  thee  do  I  wait  all  the 
day.

For  thy  name's  sake,  O  Lord,  par- 
don mine  iniquity ;  for  it  is  great.

His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease ;  and 
his  seed  shall  inherit  the  earth.

The  Lord  is  my  shepherd ;  I  shall 
not  want. 

He  maketh  me  to  lie  down  in 
green  pastures:  he  leadeth  me  be- 
side the  still  waters. 

He  restoreth  my  soul :  he  leadeth 
me  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for 
his  name's  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the 
valley  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will 
fear  no  evil:  for  thou  art  with  me;

Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  prove 
me;  try  my  reins  and  my  heart. 

For  thy  lovingkindness  is  before 
mine  eyes :  and  I  have  walked  in 
thy  truth. 

I  have  not  sat  with  vain  persons, 
neither  will  I  go  in  with  dissemblers. 

I  have  hated  the  congregation  of 
evil  doers;  and  will  not  sit  with  the 
wicked. 

I  will  wash  mine  hands  in  inno- 
cency;  so  will  I  compass  thine  altar, 
O  Lord: 

That  I  may  publish  with  the  voice 
of  thanksgiving,  and  tell  of  all  thy 
wondrous  works. 

Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation 
of  thy  house,  and  the  place  where 
thine  honour  dwelleth. 

Gather  not  my  soul  with  sinners, 
nor  my  life  with  bloody  men : 

In  whose  hands  is  mischief,  and 
their  right  hand  is  full  of  bribes. 

But  as  for  me,  I  will  walk  in  mine 
integrity:  redeem  me,  and  be  merci- 
ful unto  me. 

My  foot  standeth  in  an  even  place : 
in  the  congregations  will  I  bless  the 
Lord. 
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Psalm  27 

The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  sal- 
vation; whom  shall  I  fear?  the  Lord 
is  the  strength  of  my  Hfe ;  of  whom 
shall  I  be  afraid? 

When  the  wicked,  even  mine  ene- 
mies and  my  foes,  came  upon  me  to 
eat  up  my  flesh,  they  stumbled  and 
fell. 

Though  an  host  should  encamp 
against  me,  my  heart  shall  not  fear: 
though  war  should  rise  against  me, 
in  this  will  I  be  confident. 

One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the 
Lord,  that  will  I  seek  after;  that 
I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord  all  the  days  of  my  Hfe,  to  be- 
hold the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to 
enquire  in  his  temple. 

For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall 
hide  me  in  his  pavilion :  in  the  secret 
of  his  tabernacle  shall  he  hide  me ; 
he  shall  set  me  up  upon  a  rock. 

And  now  shall  mine  head  be  lifted 
up  above  mine  enemies  round  about 
me:  therefore  will  I  offer  in  his  tab- 
ernacle sacrifices  of  joy;  I  will  sing, 
yea,  I  will  sing  praises  unto  the 
Lord. 

Hear,  O  Lord,  when  I  cry  with 
my  voice :  have  mercy  also  upon  me, 
and  answer  me. 

When  thou  saidst,  Seek  ye  my 
face;  my  heart  said  unto  thee.  Thy 
face.  Lord,  will  I  seek. 

Hide  not  thy  face  far  from  me ; 
put  not  thy  servant  away  in  anger: 
thou  hast  been  my  help ;  leave  me 


not,  neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of 
my  salvation. 

When  my  father  and  my  mother 
forsake  me,  then  the  Lord  will  take 
me  up. 

Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord,  and 
lead  me  in  a  plain  path,  because  of 
mine  enemies. 

Deliver  me  not  over  unto  the  will 
of  mine  enemies:  for  false  witnesses 
are  risen  up  against  me,  and  such  as 
breathe  out  cruelty. 

I  had  fainted,  unless  I  had  believed 
to  see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in 
the  land  of  the  living. 

Wait  on  the  Lord:  be  of  good 
courage,  and  he  shall  strengthen 
thine  heart :  wait,  I  say,  on  the  Lord. 

SELECTION  10 

Psalm  28 

Unto  thee  will  I  cry,  O  Lord  my 
rock ;  be  not  silent  to  me :  lest,  if 
thou  be  silent  to  me,  I  become  like 
them  that  go  down  into  the  pit. 

Hear  the  voice  of  my  supplica- 
tions, when  I  cry  unto  thee,  when  I 
lift  up  my  hands  toward  thy  holy 
oracle. 

Draw  me  not  away  with  the  wick- 
ed, and  with  the  workers  of  iniquity, 
which  speak  peace  to  their  neigh- 
bours, but  mischief  is  in  their  hearts. 

Give  them  according  to  their 
deeds,  and  according  to  the  wicked- 
ness of  their  endeavours:  give  them 
after  the  work  of  their  hands;  ren- 
der to  them  their  desert. 
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Because  they  regard  not  the  works 
of  the  Lord,  nor  the  operation  of  his 
hands,  he  shall  destroy  them,  and 
not  build  them  up. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord,  because  he 
hath  heard  the  voice  of  my  suppHca- 
tions. 

The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  my 
shield ;  my  heart  trusted  in  him,  and 
I  am  helped :  therefore  my  heart 
greatly  rejoiceth  ;  and  with  my  song 
will  I  praise  him. 

The  Lord  is  their  strength,  and  he 
is  the  saving  strength  of  his  anointed. 

Save  thy  people,  and  bless  thine 
inheritance :  feed  them  also,  and  lift 
them  up  for  ever. 

PsAivM  30 

I  will  extol  thee,  O  Lord ;  for  thou 
hast  lifted  me  up,  and  hast  not  made 
my  foes  to  rejoice  over  me. 

O  Lord  my  God,  I  cried  unto  thee, 
and  thou  hast  healed  me. 

O  Lord,  thou  hast  brought  up  my 
soul  from  the  grave:  thou  hast  kept 
me  alive,  that  I  should  not  go  down 
to  the  pit. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  saints  of 
his,  and  give  thanks  at  the  remem- 
brance of  his  holiness. 

For  his  anger  endureth  but  a  mo- 
ment; in  his  favour  is  life:  weeping 
may  endure  for  a  night,  but  joy  com- 
eth  in  the  morning. 

And  in  my  prosperity  I  said,  I 
shall  never  be  moved. 

Lord,  by  thy  favour  thou  hast 
made  my  mountain  to  stand  strong : 


thou  didst  hide  thy  face,  and  I  was 
troubled. 

I  cried  to  thee.  O  Lord;  and  unto 
the  Lord  I  made  supplication. 

What  profit  is  there  in  my  blood, 
when  I  go  down  to  the  pit?  Shall 
the  dust  praise  thee?  shall  it  declare 
thy  truth? 

Hear,  O  Lord,  and  have  mercy 
upon  me :  Lord,  be  thou  my  helper. 

Thou  hast  turned  for  me  my 
mourning  into  dancing:  thou  hast 
•put  off  my  sackcloth,  and  girded  me 
with  gladness; 

To  the  end  that  my  glory  may 
sing  praise  to  thee,  and  not  be  silent. 

O  Lord  my  God,  I  will  give  thanks 
unto  thee  for  ever. 

SELECTION  II 

Psalm  31 

In  thee,  O  Lord,  do  I  put  my 
trust ;  let  me  never  be  ashamed :  de- 
liver me  in  thy  righteousness. 

Bow  down  thine  ear  to  me;  de- 
liver me  speedily:  be  thou  my  strong 
rock,  for  an  house  of  defence  to  save 
me. 

For  thou  art  my  rock  and  my 
fortress ;  therefore  for  thy  name's 
sake  lead  me,  and  guide  me. 

Pull  me  out  of  the  net  that  they 
have  laid  privily  for  me:  for  thou 
art  my  strength. 

Into  thine  hand  I  commit  my  spir- 
it :  thou  hast  redeemed  me,  O  Lord 
God  of  truth. 
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I  have  hated  them  that  regard  ly- 
ing vanities :  but  I  trust  in  the  Lord. 

I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thy 
mercy :  for  thou  hast  considered  my 
trouble ;  thou  hast  known  my  soul  in 
adversities; 

And  hast  not  shut  me  u'p  into  the 
hand  of  the  enemy :  thou  hast  set  my 
feet  in  a  large  room. 

Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord,  for 
I  am  in  trouble:  mine  eye  is  con- 
sumed with  grief,  yea,  my  sotil  and 
my  belly. 

For  my  life  is  spent  with  grief, 
and  my  years  with  sighing:  my 
strength  faileth  because  of  mine  in- 
iquity, and  my  bones  are  consumed. 

I  was  a  reproach  among  all  mine 
enemies,  but  especially  among  my 
neighbours,  and  a  fear  to  mine  ac- 
quaintance :  they  that  did  see  me 
without  fled  from  me. 

I  am  forgotten  as  a  dead  man  out 
of  mind:  I  am  like  a  broken  vessel. 

For  I  have  heard  the  slander  of 
many :  fear  was  on  every  side :  while 
they  took  counsel  together  against 
me,  they  devised  to  take  away  my 
Hfe. 

But  I  trusted  in  thee,  O  Lord:  I 
said.  Thou  art  my  God.

O  clap  your  hands,  all  ye  people ; 
shout  unto  God  with  the  voice  of  tri- 
umph. 

For  the  Lord  most  high  is  terrible; 
he  is  a  great  King  over  all  the  earth. 

He  shall  subdue  the  people  under 
us,  and  the  nations  under  our  feet. 

He  shall  choose  our  inheritance  for 
us,  the  excellency  of  Jacob  whom  he 
loved. 

God  is  gone  up  with  a  shout,  the 
Lord  with  the  sound  of  a  trumpet. 

Sing  "praises  to  God,  sing  praises: 
sing  praises  unto  our  King,  sing 
praises. 

For  God  is  the  King-  of  all  the 
earth :  sing  ye  praises  with  under- 
standing. 

God  reigneth  over  the  heathen: 
God  sitteth  upon  the  throne  of  his 
holiness. 

The  princes  of  the  people  are  gath- 
ered together,  even  the  people  of  the 
God  of  Abraham :  for  the  shields  of 
the  earth  belong  unto  God :  he  is 
greatly  exalted. 

Psalm  48 

Great  is  the  Lord,  and  greatly  to 
be  pi-aised  in  the  city  of  our  God,  in 
the  mountain  of  his  holiness. 

Beautiful  for  situation,  the  joy  of 
the  whole  earth,  is  mount  Zion,  on 
the  sides  of  the  north,  the  city  of  the 
great  King. 

God  is  known  in  her  palaces  for  a 
refuge. 


For,  lo,  the  kings  were  assembled, 
they  passed  by  together. 

They  saw  it,  and  so  they  mar- 
velled; they  were  troubled,  and 
hasted  away. 

Fear  took  hold  upon  them  there, 
and  pain,  as  of  a  woman  in  travail. 

Thou  breakest  the  ships  of  Tar- 
shish  with  an  east  wind. 

As  we  have  heard,  so  have  we  seen 
in  the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in 
the  city  of  our  God :  God  will  estab- 
lish it  for  ever. 

We  have  thought  of  thy  loving 
kindness,  O  God,  in  the  midst  of  thy 
temple. 

According  to  thy  name,  O  God,  so 
is  thy  praise  unto  the  ends  of  the 
earth  :  thy  right  hand  is  full  of  right- 
eousness. 

Let  mount  Zion  rejoice,  let  the 
daughters  of  Judah  be  glad,  because 
of  thy  judgments.  Walk  about 
Zion,  and  go  round  about  her: 

Tell  the  towers  thereof.  Mark  ye 
well  her  bulwarks,  consider  her  pal- 
aces ;  that  ye  may  tell  it  to  the  gen- 
eration following. 

For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever 
and  ever:  he  will  be  our  guide  even 
unto  death. 

SELECTION  18 

Psalm  49 

Hear  this,  all  ye  peoDle ;  give  ear, 
all  ye  inhabitants  of  the  world : 

Both  low  and  high,  rich  and  poor, 
together. 
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My  mouth  shall  speak  of  wisdom ; 
and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  shall 
be  of  understanding. 

I  will  incline  mine  ear  to  a  parable : 
I  will  open  my  dark  saying  upon  the 
harp. 

Wherefore  should  I  fear  in  the 
days  of  evil,  when  iniquity  at  my 
heels  compasseth  me  about? 

They  that  trust  in  their  wealth,  and 
boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of 
their  riches ;  none  of  them  can  by  any 
means  redeem  his  brother,  nor  give 
to  God  a  ransom  for  him : 

For  the  redemption  of  their  soul  is 
precious,  and  it  ceaseth  for  ever :  that 
he  should  still  live  for  ever,  and  not 
see  corruption. 

For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die, 
likewise  the  fool  and  the  brutish 
person  perish,  and  leave  their  wealth 
to  others. 

Their  inward  thought  is,  that  their 
houses  shall  continue  for  ever,  and 
their  dwelling  places  to  all  genera- 
tions ;  they  call  their  lands  after  their 
own  names. 

Nevertheless  man  being  in  honor 
abideth  not :  he  is  like  the  beasts  that 
perish. 

This  their  way  is  their  folly :  yet 
their  posterity  approve  their  sayings. 

Like  sheep  they  are  laid  in  the 
grave ;  death  shall  feed  on  them ;  and 
the  upright  shall  have  dominion  over 
them  in  the  morning;  and  their 
beauty  shall  consume  in  the  grave 
from  their  dwelling. 


But  God  will  redeem  my  soul  from 
the  power  of  the  grave:  for  he  shall 
receive  me.

Though  while  he  lived  he  blessed 
his  soul:  and  men  will  praise  thee, 
when  thou  doest  well  to  thyself. 

He  shall  go  to  the  generation  of 
his  fathers;  they  shall  never  see  the 
light. 

Man  that  is  in  honour,  and  under- 
standeth  not,  is  like  the  beasts  that 
perish.

Psalm  50 

The  mighty  God,  even  the  Lord, 
hath  spoken,  and  called  the  earth 
from  the  rising  of  the  sun  unto  the 
going  down  thereof. 

Out  of  Zion,  the  perfection  of 
beauty,  God  hath  shined.

Against  thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sin- 
ned, and  done  this  evil  in  thy  sight: 
that  thou  mightest  be  justified  when 
thou  speakest,  and  be  clear  when 
thou  judgest. 

Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity;

He  only  is  my  rock  and  my  salva- 
tion ;  he  is  my  defence ;  I  shall  not  be 
greatly  moved. 

How  long  will  ye  imagine  mis- 
chief against  a  man?  ye  shall  be 
slain  all  of  you  :  as  a  ])owing  wall 
shall  ye  be,  and  as  a  tottering  fence. 

They  only  consult  to  cast  him 
down  from  his  excellency:  they  de- 
light in  lies:  they  bless  with  their 
mouth,  but  they  curse  inwardly. 

My  soul,  wait  thou  only  upon 
God ;  for  my  expectation  is  from 
him. 

He  only  is  my  rock  and  my  salva- 
tion :  he  is  my  defence ;  I  shall  not  be 
moved. 

In  God  is  my  salvation  and  my 
glory :  the  rock  of  my  strength,  and 
my  refuge,  is  in  God. 

Trust  in  him  at  all  times;  ye  peo- 
ple, pour  out  your  heart  before  him : 
God  is  a  refuge  for  us. 

Surely  men  of  low  degree  are  van- 
ity, and  men  of  high  degree  are  a  lie :

altogether  lighter  than  vanity.

Praise  waiteth  for  thee,  O  God,  in 
Zion :  and  unto  thee  shall  the  vow  be 
performed. 

O  thou  that  hearest  prayer,  unto 
thee  shall  all  f^esh  come. 

Iniquities  prevail  against  me :  as 
for  our  transgressions,  thou  shalt- 
purge  them  away. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou 
choosest,  and  causest  to  approach 
unto  thee,  that  he  may  dwell  in  thy 
courts :  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the 
goodness  of  thy  house,  even  of  thy 
holy  temple. 

By  terrible  things  in  righteousness 
wilt  thou  answer  us,  O  God  of  our 
salvation ;  who  art  the  confidence  of 
all  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  of  them 
that  are  afar  ofif  upon  the  sea :

Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy 
goodness ;  and  thy  paths  drop  fat- 
ness. 

They  drop  upon  the  •pastures  of 
the  wilderness :  and  the  little  hills  re- 
joice on  every  side. 

The  pastures  are  clothed  with 
flocks ;  the  valleys  also  are  covered 
over  with  corn ; 

They  shout  for  joy,  they  also  sing. 

Psalm  29 

Give  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  mighty, 
give  unto  the  Lord  glory  and 
strength. 

Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due 
unto  his  name;  worship  the  Lord  in 
the  beauty  of  holiness. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  upon  the 
waters :  the  God  of  glory  thunder- 
eth :  the  Lord  is  upon  many  waters. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  is  powerful ; 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  full  of  maj- 
esty. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  breaketh 
the  cedars ;  yea,  the  Lord  breaketh 
the  cedars  of  Lebanon. 

He  maketh  them  also  to  skip  like 
a  calf;  Lebanon  and  Sirion  like  a 
young  unicorn. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  divideth  the 
flames  of  fire. 

The  voice  of  the  Lord  shaketh  the 
wilderness;  the  Lord  shaketh  the 
wilderness  of  Kadesh. 
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The  voice  of  the  Lord  maketh  the 
hinds  to  calve,  and  discovereth  the 
forests : 

And  in  his  temple  doth  everyone 
say.  Glory. 

The  Lord  sitteth  upon  the  flood; 
yea,  the  Lord  sitteth  King  for  ever. 

The  Lord  will  give  strength  unto 
his  people;  the  Lord  will  bless  his 
people  with  peace. 

SELECTION  24 

Psalm  66 

Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  God,  all 
ye  lands ;  sing  forth  the  honour  of 
his  name :  make  his  praise  glorious. 

Say  unto  God,  How  terrible  art 
thou  in  thy  works!  through  the 
greatness  of  thy  power  shall  thine 
enemies  submit  themselves  unto  thee. 

All  the  earth  shall  worship  thee, 
and  shall  sing  unto  thee ;  they  shall 
sing  to  thy  name. 

Come  and  see  the  works  of  God: 
he  is  terrible  in  his  doing  toward  the 
children  of  men. 

He  turned  the  sea  into  dry  land : 
they  went  through  the  flood  on  foot: 
there  did  we  rejoice  in  him. 

He  ruleth  by  his  power  for  ever; 
his  eyes  behold  the  nations:  let  not 
the  rebellious  exalt  themselves. 

O  bless  our  God,  ye  people,  and 
make  the  voice  of  his  praise  to  be 
heard : 

Which  holdeth  our  soul  in  life,  and 
suffereth  not  our  feet  to  be  moved. 


For  thou,  O  God,  hast  proved  us : 
thou  hast  tried  us,  as  silver  is  tried. 

Thou  broughtest  us  unto  the  net; 
thou  laidst  affliction  upon  our  loins. 

Thou  hast  caused  men  to  ride  over 
our  heads ;  we  went  through  fire  and 
through  water :  but  thou  broughtest 
us  out  into  a  wealthy  place. 

I  will  go  into  thy  house  with 
burnt  offerings:  I  will  pay  thee  my 
vows,  which  my  lips  have  uttered, 
and  my  mouth  hath  spoken,  when  I 
was  in  trouble. 

I  will  offer  unto  thee  burnt  sacri- 
fices of  fatlings,  with  the  incense  of 
rams;  I  will  offer  bullocks  with 
goats. 

Come  and  hear,  all  ye  that  fear 
God,  and  I  will  declare  what  he  hath 
done  for  my  soul. 

I  cried  unto  him  with  my  mouth, 
and  he  was  extolled  with  my  tongue. 

If  I  regard  iniquity  in  my  heart, 
the  Lord  will  not  hear  me: 

But  verily  God  hath  heard  me;  he 
hath  attended  to  the  voice  of  my 
prayer. 

Blessed  be  God,  which  hath  not 
turned  away  my  prayer,  nor  his 
mercy  from  me. 

Psalm  67 

God  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  bless 
us ;  and  cause  his  face  to  shine  upon 
us; 

That  thy  way  may  be  known  upon 
earth,  thy  saving  health  among  all 
nations. 
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Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God ; 
let  all  the  people  praise  thee. 

O  let  the  nations  be  glad  and  sing 
for  joy:  for  thou  shalt  judge  the 
people  righteously,  and  govern  the 
nations  upon  earth. 

Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God ; 
let  all  the  people  praise  thee.  Then 
shall  the  earth  yield  her  increase ; 
and  God,  even  our  own  God,  shall 
bless  us. 

God  shall  bless  us;  and  all  the 
ends  of  the  earth  shall  fear  him. 

SELECTION  25 

Psalm  68 

Let  God  arise,  let  his  enemies  be 
scattered :  let  them  also  that  hate 
him  flee  before  him. 

As  smoke  is  driven  away,  so  drive 
them  away:  as  wax  melteth  before 
the  fire,  so  let  the  wicked  perish  at 
the  presence  of  God. 

But  let  the  righteous  be  glad ;  let 
them  rejoice  before  God:  yea,  let 
them  exceedingly  rejoice. 

Sing  unto  God,  sing  praises  to  his 
name:  extol  him  that  rideth  upon 
the  heavens  by  his  name  J  AH,  and 
rejoice  before  him. 

A  father  of  the  fatherless,  and  a 
judge  of  the  widows,  is  God  in  his 
holy  habitation. 

God  setteth  the  solitary  in  fami- 
lies ;  he  bringeth  out  those  which  are 
bound  with  chains :  but  the  rebellious 
dwell  in  a  dry  land. 


O  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth 
before  thy  people,  when  thou  didst 
march  through  the  wilderness ;  the 
earth  shook,  the  heavens  also  drop- 
ped at  the  presence  of  God : 

Even  Sinai  itself  was  moved  at  the 
presence  of  God,  the  God  of  Israel. 

Thou,  O  God,  didst  send  a  plenti- 
ful rain,  whereby  thou  didst  confirm 
thine  inheritance  when  it  was  weary. 

Thy  congregation  hath  dwelt 
therein:  thou,  O  God,  hast  prepared 
of  thy  goodness  for  the  poor. 

The  Lord  gave  the  word :  great 
was  the  company  of  those  that  pub- 
lished it. 

Kings  of  armies  did  flee  apace :  and 
she  that  tarried  at  home  divided  the 
spoil. 

Though  ye  have  lain  among  the 
pots,  yet  shall  ye  be  as  the  wings  of 
a  dove  covered  with  silver,  and  her 
feathers  with  yellow  gold. 

When  the  Almighty  scattered 
kings  in  it,  it  was  white  as  snow  in 
Salmon. 

The  hill  of  God  is  as  the  hill  of 
Bashan ;  a  high  hill  as  the  hill  of 
Bashan. 

Why  leap  ye,  ye  high  hills?  this  is 
the  hill  which  God  desireth  to  dwell 
in;  yea,  the  Lord  will  dwell  in  it  for 
ever. 

The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty 
thousand,  even  thousands  of  angels: 
the  Lord  is  among  them,  as  in  Sinai, 
in  the  holy  place. 
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Thou  hast  ascended  on  high,  thou 
hast  led  captivity  captive:  thou  hast 
received  gifts  for  men;  yea,  for  the 
rebellious  also,  that  thfe  Lord  God 
might  dwell  among  them. 

Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  daily 
loadeth  us  with  benefits,  even  the 
God  of  our  salvation. 

Sing  unto  God,  ye  kingdoms  of 
the  earth;  O  sing  praises  unto  the 
Lord. 

To  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heav- 
ens of  heavens,  which  were  of  old; 
lo,  he  doth  send  out  his  voice,  and 
that  a  mighty  voice. 

Ascribe  ye  strength  unto  God :  his 
excellency  is  over  Israel,  and  his 
strength  is  in  the  clouds. 

O  God,  thou  art  terrible  out  of  thy 
holy  places : 

The  God  of  Israel  is  he  that  giv- 
eth  strength  and  power  unto  his 
people.     Blessed  be  God. 

SELECTION  26 

Psalm  72 

Give  the  king  thy  judgments,  O 
God,  and  thy  righteousness  unto  the 
king's   son. 

He  shall  judge  thy  people  with 
righteousness,  and  thy  poor  with 
judgment. 

The  mountains  shall  bring  peace 
to  the  people,  and  the  little  hills,  by 
righteousness. 

He  shall  judge  the  poor  of  the 
people,  he  shall  save  the  children  of 
the  needy,  and  shall  break  in  pieces 
the  oppressor. 


They  shall  fear  thee  as  long  as  the 
sun  and  moon  endure,  throughout 
all  generations. 

He  shall  come  down  like  rain 
upon  the  mown  grass:  as  showers 
that  water  the  earth. 

In  his  days  shall  the  righteous 
flourish  ;  and  abundance  of  peace  so 
long  as  the  moon  endureth. 

He  shall  have  dominion  also  from 
sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  unto 
the  ends  of  the  earth. 

They  that  dwell  in  the  wilderness 
shall  bow  before  him ;  and  his  ene- 
mies shall  lick  the  dust.

For  thou.  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad 
through  thy  work ;  I  will  triumph  in 
the  works  of  thy  hands. 

O  Lord,  how  great  are  thy  works ! 
and  thy  thoughts  are  very  deep. 

A  brutish  man  knoweth  not; 
neither  doth  a  fool  understand  this. 

When  the  wicked  spring  as  the 
grass,   and   when  all  the   workers  of 
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iniquity  do  flourish ;  it  is  that  they 
shall  be  destroyed  for  ever : 

But  thou.  Lord,  art  most  high  for 
evermore. 

For,  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord, 
for,  lo,  thine  enemies  shall  perish ; 
all  the  workers  of  iniquity  shall  be 
scattered. 

But  my  horn  shalt  thou  exalt  like 
the  horn  of  a  unicorn:  I  shall  be  an- 
ointed with  fresh  oil. 

Mine  eye  also  shall  see  my  desire 
on  mine  enemies,  and  mine  ears  shall 
hear  my  desire  of  the  wicked  that 
rise  up  against  me. 

The  righteous  shall  flourish  like 
the  palm  tree;  he  shall  grow  like  a 
cedar  in  Lebanon. 

Those  that  be  planted  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord  shall  flourish  in  the 
courts  of  our  God. 

They  shall  bring  forth  fruit  in  old 
age;  they  shall  be  fat  and  flourish- 
ing; 

To  shew  that  the  Lord  is  upright : 
he  is  my  rock,  and  there  is  no  un- 
righteousness  in   him. 

Psalm  93 

The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed 
with  majesty;  the  Lord  is  clothed 
with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath 
girded  himself;  the  world  also  is 
stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved. 

Thy  throne  is  established  of  old : 
thou  art  from  everlasting. 

The  floods  have  lifted  up,  O  Lord, 


the  floods  have  lifted  up  their  voice; 
the  floods  lift  up  their  waves. 

The  Lord  on  high  is  mightier  than 
the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than 
the  mighty  waves  of  the  sea. 

Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure; 
holiness  becometh  thine  house,  O 
Lord,  for  ever. 

SELECTION  36 

Psalm  95 

O  come,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord: 
let  us  make  a  joyful  noise  to  the 
rock  of  our  salvation. 

Let  us  come  before  his  presence 
with  thanksgiving,  and  make  a  joy- 
ful noise  unto  him  with  psalms. 

For  the  Lord  is  a  great  God,  and 
a  great  King  above  all  gods. 

In  his  hand  are  the  deep  places  of 
the  earth:  the  strength  of  the  hills 
is  his  also. 

The  sea  is  his,  and  he  made  it :  and 
his  hands  formed  the  dry  land. 

O  come,  let  us  worship  and  bow 
down:  let  us  kneel  before  the  Lord 
our  maker. 

For  he  is  our  God ;  and  we  are  the 
people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep 
of  his  hand. 

Today  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice, 
harden  not  your  heart,  as  in  the  prov- 
ocation, and  as  in  the  day  of  tempta- 
tion in  the  wilderness: 

When  your  fathers  tempted  me, 
proved  me,  and  saw  my  work. 
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Forty  years  long  was  I  grieved 
with  this  generation,  and  said,  It  is 
a  people  that  do  err  in  their  heart, 
and  they  have  not  known  my  ways: 

Unto  whom  I  sware  in  my  wrath 
that  they  should  not  enter  into  my 
rest. 

Psalm  96 

O  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song : 
sing  unto  the  Lord,  all  the  earth. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord,  bless  his 
name ;  shew  forth  his  salvation  from 
day  to  day. 

Declare  his  glory  among  the 
heathen,  .his  wonders  among  all 
people. 

For  the  Lord  is  great,  and  greatly 
to  be  praised :  he  is  to  be  feared 
above  all  gods. 

For  all  the  gods  of  the  nations  are 
idols;  but  the  Lord  made  the 
heavens. 

Honour  and  majesty  are  before 
him :  strength  and  beauty  are  in  his 
sanctuary. 

Give  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  kin- 
dreds of  the  people,  give  unto  the 
Lord  glory  and  strength. 

Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due 
unto  his  name :  bring  an  ofifering, 
and  come  into  his  courts. 

O  worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty 
of  holiness;  fear  before  him,  all  the 
earth. 

Say  among  the  heathen  that  the 
Lord  reigneth :  the  world  also  shall 
be  established  that  it  shall   not    be 


moved:    he   shall   judge   the   people 
righteously. 

Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and  let  the 
earth  be  glad;  let  the  sea  roar,  and 
the  fulness  thereof. 

Let  the  field  be  joyful,  and  all  that 
is  therein :  then  shall  all  the  trees 
of  the  wood  rejoice  before  the  Lord  : 

For  he  cometh,  for  he  cometh  to 
judge  the  earth:  he  shall  judge  the 
world  with  righteousness,  and  the 
people  with  his  truth. 

SELECTION  S7 

Psalm  97 

The  Lord  reigneth ;  let  the  earth 
rejoice;  let  the  multitude  of  isles  be 
glad  thereof. 

Clouds  and  darkness  are  round 
about  him:  righteousness  and  judg- 
ment are  the  habitation  of  his  throne. 

A  fire  goeth  before  him,  and  burn- 
cth  up  his  enemies  round  about. 

His  lightnings  enlightened  the 
world:  the  earth  saw,  and  trembled. 

The  hills  melted  like  wax  at  the 
presence  of  the  Lord,  at  the  presence 
of  the  Lord  of  the  whole  earth. 

The  heavens  declare  his  righteous- 
ness, and  all  the  people  see  his  glory. 

Confounded  be  all  they  that  serve 
graven  images,  that  boast  them- 
selves of  idols :  worship  him,  all  ye 
gods. 

Zion  heard,  and  was  glad ;  and  the 
daughters  of  Judah  rejoiced  because 
of  thy  judgments,  O  Lord, 
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For  thou,  Lord,  art  high  above  all 
the  earth :  thou  art  exalted  far  above 
all  gods. 

Ye  that  love  the  Lord,  hate  evil: 
he  preserveth  the  souls  of  his  saints ; 
he  delivereth  them  out  of  the  hand 
of  the  wicked. 

Light  is  sown  for  the  righteous, 
and  gladness  for  the  upright  in  heart. 

Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  ye  righteous ; 
and  give  thanks  at  the  remembrance 
of  his  holiness. 

Psalm  98 

O  sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song; 
for  he  hath  done  marvellous  things : 
his  right  hand,  and  his  holy  arm, 
hath  gotten  him  the  victory. 

The  Lord  hath  made  known  his 
salvation:  his  righteousness  hath  he 
openly  shewed  in  the  sight  of  the 
heathen. 

He  hath  remembered  his  mercy 
and  his  truth  toward  the  house  of 
Israel :  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  have 
seen  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord, 
all  the  earth:  make  a  loud  noise,  and 
rejoice,  and  sing  praise. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord  with  the  harp; 
with  the  harp,  and  the  voice  of  a 
psalm. 

With  trumpets  and  sound  of  cornet 
make  a  joyful  noise  before  the  Lord, 
the  King. 

Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness 
thereof;  the  world,  and  they  that 
dwell  therein. 


Let  the  floods  clap  their  hands: 
let  the  hills  be  joyful  together  be- 
fore the  Lord;  for  he  cometh  to 
judge  the  earth:  I 

With  righteousness  shall  he  judge 
the  world,  and  the  people  with 
equity. 

Psalm  100 

Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord, 
all  ye  lands. 

Serve     the     Lord     with    gladness :    j 
come  before  his  presence  with  sing- 
ing. 

Know  ye  that  the  Lord  he  is  God : 
it  is  he  that  hath  made  us,  and  not 
we  ourselves;  we  are  his  people,  and 
the  sheep  of  his  pasture. 

Enter  into  his  gates  with  thanks- 
giving, and  into  his  courts  with 
praise:  be  thankful  unto  him,  and 
bless  his  name. 

For  the  Lord  is  good,  his  mercy  is 
everlasting;  and  his  truth  endureth 
to  all  generations. 

SELECTION  38 

Psalm  103 

Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul :  and  all 
that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy 
name. 

Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and 
forget  not  all  his  benefits : 

Who  forgiveth  all  thine  iniquities; 
who  healeth  all  thy  diseases ; 

Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  de- 
struction; who  crowneth  thee  with 
lovingkindness  and  tender  mercies; 
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Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with 
good  things ;  so  that  thy  youth  is  re- 
newed Hke  the  eagle's. 

The  Lord  executeth  righteousness 
and  judgment  for  all  that  are  op- 
pressed. 

He  made  known  his  ways  unto 
Moses,  his  acts  unto  the  children  of 
Israel. 

The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious, 
slow  to  anger,  and  plenteous  in 
mercy. 

He  will  not  always  chide :  neither 
will  he  keep  his  anger  for  ever. 

He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after 
our  sins ;  nor  rewarded  us  according 
to  our  iniquities. 

For  as  the  heaven  is  high  above 
the  earth,  so  great  is  his  mercy 
toward  them  that  fear  him. 

As  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west, 
so  far  hath  he  removed  our  trans- 
gressions from  us. 

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  chil- 
dren, so  the  Lord  pitieth  them  that 
fear  him. 

For  he  knoweth  our  frame;  he  re- 
membereth  that  we  are  dust. 

As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass : 
as  a  flower  of  the  field,  so  he  flourish- 
eth. 

For  the  wind  passeth  over  it,  and 
it  is  gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall 
knov/  it  no  more. 

But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from 
everlasting  to  everlasting  upon  them 
that  fear  him,  and  his  righteousness 
unto  children's  children ; 


To  such  as  keep  his  covenant,  and 
to  those  that  remember  his  com- 
mandments to  do  them. 

The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  throne 
in  the  heavens ;  and  his  kingdom 
ruleth  over  all. 

Bless  the  Lord,  ye  his  angels,  that 
excel  in  strength,  that  do  his  com- 
mandments, hearkening  unto  the 
voice  of  his  word. 

Bless  ye  the  Lord,  all  ye  his 
hosts;  ye  ministers  of  his,  that  do 
his  pleasure. 

Bless  the  Lord,  all  his  works  in  all 
places  of  his  dominion:  bless  the 
Lord,  O  my  soul. 

SELECTION  39 

Psalm  104 

Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul.  O 
Lord  my  God,  thou  art  very  great; 
thou  art  clothed  with  honour  and 
majesty. 

Who  coverest  thyself  with  light 
as  with  a  garment:  who  stretchest 
out  the  heavens  like  a  curtain : 

Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his 
chambers  in  the  waters :  who  mak- 
eth  the  clouds  his  chariot :  who  walk- 
eth  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind : 

Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits; 
his  ministers  a  flaming  fire : 

Who  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
earth,  that  it  should  not  be  removed 
for  ever. 

Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  as 
with  a  garment:  the  waters  stood 
above  the  mountains. 
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At  thy  rebuke  they  fled ;  at  the 
vaice  of  thy  thunder  they  hasted  away. 

They  go  up  by  the  mountains; 
they  go  down  by  the  valleys  unto 
the  place  which  thou  hast  founded 
for  them. 

Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they 
may  not  pass  over ;  that  they  turn  not 
again  to  cover  the  earth. 

He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the 
valleys,  which  run  among  the  hills. 

They  give  drink  to  every  beast  of 
the  field :  the  wild  asses  quench  their 
thirst. 

By  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the 
heaven  have  their  habitation,  which 
sing  among  the  branches. 

He  watereth  the  hills  from  his  cham- 
bers :  the  earth  is  satisfied  with  the 
fruit  of  thy  works. 

He  causeth  the  grass  to  grow  for 
the  cattle,  and  herb  for  the  service  of 
man ;  that  he  may  bring  forth  food 
out  of  the  earth; 

And  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart 
of  man,  and  oil  to  make  his  face  to 
shine,  and  bread  which  strengtheneth 
man's  heart. 

The  trees  of  the  Lord  are  full  of 
sap;  the  cedars  of  Lebanon,  which 
he  hath  planted ; 

Where  the  birds  make  their  nests: 
as  for  the  stork,  the  fir  trees  are  her 
house. 

The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the 
wild  goats;  and  the  rocks  for  the 
conies. 


He  appointed  the  moon  for  seasons , 
the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

Thou  makest  darkness,  and  it  is 
night;  wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the 
forest  do  creep  forth. 

The  young  lions  roar  after  their 
prey,  and  seek  their  meat  from  God. 

The  sun  ariseth,  they  gather  them- 
selves together,  and  lay  them  down 
in  their  dens. 

Man  goeth  forth  unto  his  work  and 
to  his  labor  until  the  evening. 

O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy 
works!  in  wisdom  hast  thou  made 
them  all;  the  earth  is  full  of  thy 
riches. 

So  is  this  great  and  wide  sea,  where- 
in are  things  creeping  innumerable, 
both  small  and  great  beasts. 

There  go  the  ships:  there  is  that 
leviathan,  whom  thou  hast  made  to 
play  therein. 

These  wait  all  upon  thee ;  that  thou 
mayest  give  them  their  meat  in  due 
season. 

That  thou  givest  them  they  gath- 
er :  thou  openest  thine  hand,  they  are 
filled  with  good. 

Thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  trou- 
bled :  thou  takest  away  their  breath, 
they  die,  and  return  to  their  dust. 

Thou  sendest  forth  thy  spirit, 
they  are  created:  and  thou  renew- 
est  the  face  of  the  earth. 

The  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  endure 
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for   ever :    the    Lord   shall    rejoice    in 
his  works. 

He  looketh  on  the  earth,  and  it 
trembleth:  he  toucheth  the  hills,  and 
they  smoke. 

I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long 
as  I  live :  I  will  sing  praise  to  my 
God  while  I  have  my  being. 

My  meditation  of  him  shall  be 
sweet:  I  will  be  glad  in  the  Lord. 

Let  the  sinners  be  consumed  out 
of  the  earth,  and  let  the  wicked  be 
no  more. 

Bless  thou  the  Lord,  O  ray  soul. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

SELECTION  40 

Psalm  107 

O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for 
he  is  good :  for  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever. 

Let  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  say 
so,  whom  he  hath  redeemed  from  the 
hand  of  the  enemy ; 

And  gathered  them  out  of  the 
lands,  from  the  east,  and  from  the 
west,  from  the  north,  and  from  the 
south. 

They  wandered  in  the  wilderness 
in  a  solitary  way ;  they  found  no  city 
to  dwell  in.  Hungry  and  thirsty,  their 
soul  fainted  in  them. 

Then  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble,  and  he  delivered  them 
out  of  their  distresses. 

And  he  led  them  forth  by  the  right 
way.  that  they  might  go  to  a  city  of 
habitation. 


Oh  that  men  would  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of 
men ! 

For  he  satisfieth  the  longing  soul, 
and  filleth  the  hungry  soul  with 
goodness. 

Such  as  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the 
shadow  of  death,  being  bound  in  af- 
fliction and  iron ;  because  they  re- 
belled against  the  words  of  God,  and 
contemned  the  counsel  of  the  Most 
High: 

Therefore  he  brought  down  their 
heart  with  labour;  they  fell  down, 
and  there  was  none  to  help. 

Then  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble,  and  he  saved  them  out 
of  their  distresses. 

He  brought  them  out  of  darkness 
and  the  shadow  of  death,  and  brake 
their  bands  in  sunder. 

Oh  that  men  would  ])raise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of 
men! 

For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of 
brass,  and  cut  the  bars  of  iron  in 
sunder. 

Fools,  because  of  their  transgres- 
sion, and  because  of  their  iniquities, 
are  afflicted. 

Their  soul  abhorreth  all  manner  of 
meat;  and  they  draw  near  unto  the 
gates  of  death. 

Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  In 
their  trouble,  and  he  saveth  them  out 
of  their  distresses. 
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He  sent  his  word,  and  healed 
them,  and  delivered  them  from  their 
destructions. 

Oh  that  men  would  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of 
men ! 

And  let  them  sacrifice  the  sacri- 
fices of  thanksgiving,  and  declare  his 
works  with  rejoicing. 

They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in 
ships,  that  do  business  in  great 
waters;  these  see  the  works  of  the 
Lord  and  his  wonders  in  the  deep. 
For  he  commandeth,  and  raiseth  the 
stormy  wind,  which  lifteth  up  the 
waves  thereof. 

They  mount  up  to  the  heaven,  they 
go  down  again  to  the  depths:  their 
soul  is  melted  because  of  trouble. 
They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger 
like  a  drunken  man,  and  are  at  their 
wit's  end. 

Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble,  and  he  bringeth  them 
out  of  their  distresses. 

He  maketh  the  storm  a  calm,  so 
that  the  waves  thereof  are  still.  Then 
are  they  glad  because  they  be  quiet; 
so  he  bringeth  them  unto  their  de- 
sired haven. 

Oh  that  men  would  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of 
men! 

Let  them  exalt  him  also  in  the 
congregation  of  the  people  and 
praise  him  in  the  assembly  of  the 
elders. 


He  turneth  rivers  into  a  wilder- 
ness, and  the  watersprings  into  dry 
ground ;  a  fruitful  land  into  barren- 
ness, for  the  wickedness  of  them 
that  dwell  therein. 

He  turneth  the  wilderness  into  a 
standing  water,  and  dry  ground  into 
watersprings.  And  there  he  maketh 
the  hungry  to  dwell,  that  they  may 
prepare  a  city  for  habitation ;  and  sow 
the  fields,  and  plant  vineyards,  which 
may  yield  fruits  of  increase. 

He  blesseth  them  also,  so  that 
they  are  multiplied  greatly;  and  suf- 
fereth  not  their  cattle  to  decrease. 

Again,  they  are  minished  and 
brought  low  through  oppression,  af- 
fliction, and  sorrow. 

He  poureth  contempt  upon  princes, 
and  causeth  them  to  wander  in  the 
wilderness,  where  there  is  no  way. 

Yet  setteth  he  the  poor  on  high 
from  affliction,  and  maketh  him  fam- 
ilies like  a  flock. 

The  righteous  shall  see  it,  and  re- 
joice :  and  all  iniquity  shall  stop  her 
mouth. 

Whoso  is  wise,  and  will  observe 
these  things,  even  they  shall  under- 
stand the  lovingkindness  of  the 
Lord. 

SELECTION  41 

Psalm  hi 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

I  will  praise  the  Lord  with  my 
whole  heart,  in  the  assembly  of  the 
upright,  and  in  the  congregation. 
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The  works  of  'the  Lord  are  great, 
sought  out  of  all  them  that  have 
pleasure  therein. 

His  work  is  honourable  and  glor- 
ious: and  his  righteousness  endur- 
eth  for  ever. 

He  hath  made  his  wonderful  works 
to  be  remembered:  the  Lord  is  gra- 
cious and  full  of  compassion. 

He  hath  given  meat  unto  them 
that  fear  him:  he  will  ever  be  mind- 
ful of  his  covenant. 

He  hath  shewed  his  people  the 
power  of  his  w^orks,  that  he  may 
give  them  the  heritage  of  the 
heathen. 

The  works  of  his  hands  are  verity 
and  judgment;  all  his  command- 
ments are  sure. 

They  stand  fast  for  ever  and  ever, 
and  are  done  in  truth  and  upright- 
ness. 

He  sent  redemption  unto  his  peo- 
ple; he  hath  commanded  his  cove- 
nant for  ever:  holy  and  reverend  is 
his  name. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  begin- 
ning of  wisdom :  a  good  understand- 
ing have  all  they  that  do  his  com- 
mandments :  his  praise  endureth  for 
ever. 

PsAtM    112 

Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  feareth  the 
Lord,  that  delighteth  greatly  in  his 
commandments. 

His  seed  shall    be    mighty    upon 


earth ;  the  generation  of  the  upright 
shall  be  blessed. 

Wealth  and  riches  shall  be  in  his 
house :  and  his  righteousness  endur- 
eth for  ever. 

Unto  the  upright  there  ariseth 
light  in  the  darkness:  he  is  gracious, 
and  full  of  compassion,  and  right- 
eous. 

A  good  man  sheweth  favour,  and 
lendeth :  he  will  guide  his  affairs 
with  discretion. 

Surely  he  shall  not  be  moved  for 
ever:  the  righteous  shall  be  in  ever- 
lasting remembrance. 

He  shall  not  be  afraid  of  evil  tid- 
ings :  his  heart  is  fixed,  trusting  in 
the  Lord. 

His  heart  is  established,  he  shall 
not  be  afraid,  until  he  see  his  desire 
upon  his  enemies. 

He  hath  dispersed,  he  hath  given 
to  the  poor;  his  righteousness  en- 
dureth for  ever;  his  horn  shall  be 
exalted  with  honour. 

The  wicked  shall  see  it,  and  be 
grieved;  he  shall  gnash  with  his 
teeth,  and  melt  away:  the  desire  of 
the  wicked  shall  perish. 

SELECTION  42 

Psalm  114 

When  Israel  went  out  of  Egypt, 
the  house  of  Jacob  from  a  people  of 
strange  language ; 

Judah  was  his  sanctuary,  and 
Israel  his  dominion. 
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The  sea  saw  it,  and  fled :  Jordan 
was  driven  back. 

The  mountains  skipped  like  rams, 
and  the  little  hills  like  lambs. 

What  ailed  thee,  O  thou  sea,  that 
thon  fleddest?  thou  Jordan,  that 
thou  wast  driven  back? 

Ye  mountains,  that  ye  skipped  like 
rams;  and  ye  little  hills,  like  lambs? 

Tremble,  thou  earth,  at  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Lord,  at  the  presence  of 
the  God  of  Jacob ; 

Which  turned  the  rock  into  a 
standing  water,  the  flint  into  a  foun- 
tain of  waters. 

Psalm  115 

Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto 
us,  but  unto  thy  name  give  glory,  for 
thy  mercy,  and  for  thy  truth's  sake. 

Wherefore  should  the  heathen  say, 
Where  is  now  their  God? 

But  our  God  is  in  the  heavens :  he 
hath  done  whatsoever  he  hath 
pleased. 

Their  idols  are  silver  and  gold,  the 
work  of  men's  hands. 

They  have  mouths,  but  they  speak 
not :  eyes  have  they,  but  they  see 
not :
